Chriſtians. . -Conſtantius Chlarus had for Sixteen] af 
Years govern'd the Weſt, firſt as Ceſar, then as his 
Emperor, in which time he had kept both Gaulff He 
ahd: Spain in perfe&. quiet ; he had reduced allY y}; 
Britain, and had frequently beat the Germain Sol 
and driven hem beyond the Rhine: Theſe SucY hin 
ceſſes made him ſo formidable, that tho he way ; 
fayourable tothe Chriſtians, and would 4” per 

| ecute 
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ſecute them in his ſhare of che Empire, yet Gas 
krius durit not plainly fall upon him, bur he 
had got his Son Conſtantine into his hands, and 
kept him about him art his Court in Nicomedia : 
His Father began to languiſh, and upon thar 
ſent for him, but Galerius put him oft by de- 
hys; and tho he did not flatly refule to let him 
po, yet he plainly law that he had no mind to 
grant ict. But Galerius happening as he ofcen 
did, to get drunk, he obtained then his leave to 
be gone, and got his Seal for it. Upon this he 
went away immediately, and croſſed the Sea, 
near to the place where Conſtantinople was after- 
wards built by him; and becauſe he apprehended 


e A that Galerius when he came to himſelf would 


ſend after him, he took up all the Horſes that 
were inevery Stage, and atthe end of it diſabled 
thems;- ſo he paſled quite through totaly, and 
it was impoſiible for thoſe whom Galerius ſent 
afrer him, ever to overtake him : He came- to 
his Father at Tork, whom he found jult expiring : 
He immediately declared him his Succeſſor ; 
which he wasnot willing to: accept of, till the 
Soldiery in ſome ſort forced him to ir, and made 
bim rake the Purple. He went over after chat 


aY into Gaul, where his Father-in-law Maximian, 


who had abdicated the Empire, came to him, and 


intend- 
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intending to return to. it again, he pretended 
kindnels to his Son-in-law, the mote effeCtuall 

to betray him : He was practiſing upon his Ar- 
my, when he had adviſed himlelf to go on an 
Expedition with a {mall part of it; but Conftan- 
tine was iaform'd of this 1n time, and came back 
lo quick upon him, that he being both afraid 
and aſhamed, fled ro. Marſeilles : ConStantine purs 
ſued him, and thoſe within refuſtag}j ro ſtand by 
him, he delivered himſelf into. his hands, who 
for two years after that, uſed him in all reſpe&s 
as became a Great Prince, and his Father-in law; 
Yer nothing being able to-overcome his reſtleſs 
Ambition, he- ſolicited his Daughter to. ler him 


into: her Bed- Chamber, while ConStantine was in | 


Bed; ſhe thought her ties to a good Husband 
were ſtronger than to-a bad Father, and there- 
fore diſcovered. all to him; ſo an Eunuch- was 
laid inthe bed, and a door. being left open by 
the Empreſs, Maximian: came in and killed the 
Eunuch ;- ConStantine was in the next room, and 
ruſhed-in with lome of his Guards about him, 
and. Miximian. being ſo fully convicted of the 
Crime, all the Grace that Conſtantine thought fit 
then to ſhew him; was ro. leave the manner of 
his Death to-his own choice; he chole the worſt, 
for: he hanged himlelf.: Another ſignal. Inſtance 
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.of God's care of ConStantine, was, that when he 
advanced towards Rome' toipollets himſelf of the 
Seat of the Empire, Maxentius, that was Maximis 
ais Son, who had aſſumed the Power there,came 
out to fight him : Bur he had taken care the 
night before, to cur the Timbers and Beams of 
the Wooden Bridg over theTyber,lo that they muſt 
have cracked, if any great weight had been up- 
on them ; and he reckoned according to the di- 
ſpoſition of the Barre], that ConStantmeſhould be 
forced to take that Bridg, and lo periſh with its 
fall; but the ifine of the Battel was ſuch, that 
he himſelf was forced to pals over the Bridg, 
which crackt-under him, and he was drowned 
in the Thber.”. Through this tra&t of wonderful 
circumſtances, was Conftantiuve brought to the 
Poſſeſſion of the Empire, by whom not only the 
Perſecution of the Chriſtians was put to an end, 
bur in-purfuance of the Dream he had the night 
before, he defeated .7laxentius , that repreſents 
ed to him the Figure of the Croſs, as that under 
which he was to conquer, he himſelf both curn- 
ed Chriſtian, and made it the Religion of the 
EMmpIAe.. -- -: 

Such have been the Methods by which God 
has raiſed up Kings and Empires for the advan- 
cing the Glory of his great Name, for the puniſh- 
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103 and humbling perſecuting T'yrants, and fo 
giving Salvation and/Procection to his People. 
Bur weneed not weary-our ſelves in leeking 
inſtances of this in palt times, when in our own 
days, we haye leen a Prince, born indeed'to have 
a rank among Sovereigns, buc withno iatrinſick 
Power to [upport any great Undertaking ; born 
an Orphan andan Abortive both, and, as to all 
appearance, cruſhed under a double misfortune ; 
A Royal Family to which he was allied, was be- 
come an encumbrance to him, and his-own was 
under a valt and a {ſeemingly inſuperable deprel- 
fron; his Country ty'd up by Oaths to exclude 
Him z and thole from whom in Juſtice and Gra- 
titude he ought afterwards to have promiſed 
himſelf a mighty Protection, leaving him to his 
own Strength and. Condudt : yer, by a ſeries of 
ſteps which necd not be reckoned np, Him we 
have ſeen raifed from a Plant that ſeemed: to 
riſe out of a dry-ground, to be a Great Tree, 
under whole Shade all-the Beaſts of the Field 
come for ſhelter, and in whoſe Boughs all the 
Fowls-of the Air come now to lodge. Ir is this 
very day two full years {ince he firſt let to Sea, 
ro-calm our Storms, The beginning was rough 
and inauſpicious;. yet even. that ſeemed to be 
intended only. to teach.thole-about Him a Leſſon: 
which. 
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which He had long before well learnt, of ob [er- 


ring-Providence, and depending upoa it. Since 
hat time, fair Winds, goon Sealons, prolperous 
ludercakings, happy Dilcoveries, Succels and 
Victory, ſeem to have been chained to Him, 
ind bound to follow Him; and now He has nor 
oaly the Necks of His Enemies, but the Hearts 
of all His People, as we!l as the Hopes or all 
Europe faſtned on him. He triumphs over His 
Enemies, as well by His Mercy in pardoning, 
s by His Courage in conquering ; and, vwhich 
smore, He criumphs over all the Po ak of 
Lite by ſuch an unſhaken Equality of Mind, that 
His molt glorious days and His Jels- proſperous 
jours do not create in Him any varieties of tem- 
rer and behaviour. And what can we now think, 
but that a Life which has been a ſequel of Won- 
ters, will be carried on and concluded as it hath:

ſeen a more ſolemn Obſeryation, as to all outward 
appearance, of ſuch Days as was on thoſe month- 
ly Returns; and tho many were very bare-faced in 
their neglect of them, and others that ſhould have 
animated the Publick Zeal, were extream cold in 
che obſervance of them, yet much earneftneſs and 
fervour ſhewed it ſelf in many places. We lee 
God. has heard the Prayers of thoſe who cried 
mightily to him ; and we have all reaſon to hope, 
that he who has deliver'd us from ſo great a Cala- 
mity as then threatned us, will till hear and deli- 
ver us, if we continue ſtill to call upon him, 

But let the Murmurers and the Troublers of our 
Tjrael ſay what they will, God hath wrought in the 
midſt of us a mighty Deliverance, and he will 
perfe& and ſtabliſh that which he hath wrought for 
us, if we do not, by our Ingratitude and Rebel- 
lions, ſtop that courſe of Bleſſings that ſeems ready 

to 
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to flow in upon us, as.ſobn as were delivered” from 
our Enemies, and from the Hands "of fl that hate” us. 
Then we may hope to have the True Religion, and 
the beſt Church in the' World eſtabliſhed among 
us, and.che Reformation by bur” Means" ſecared 
and maintained elſewhere : We may hope to fee 


this Nation become the Center of the' Union and. 


' Peace of Europe, that ſhall affert and wattant it a- 
\ gain{k every bold or. perfidions Iftvader :- We way 
hopeto ſee this yvhole Hand become oneiChutch 
and one Body, as it has one Head; anad*the 


neighbouring I{land ſet upon a Foundation liable to 


no more Shakings nor Convulltions. We may 
hope.to. ſee Law and Juſtice become the conſtanc 
and certain Meaſures of our Government; Chari- 


ty and mutual Forbearance, become the Strength - 
as vvell as the Ornament of our Church, and our. 
Church become'the Partern, -as vvell as the Glory, . 
of the vvhole Reformation. * And in concluſion, . 


vve may hope to ſee our Princes Heads ſtill co- 
vered with freſh Lawrels, ever triumphing over 


their Enemies, and yet never making. themſelves - 
Enemies to any, bur to the Invaders and Enemies - 


of Mankind ; giving Security to all about them, 
and in a length of Days, and a ſtability of Peace, 


giving a fulnels of Wealth and Happineſs to all 
that are under them ; an encreale of Trade, an :
